B. W. Dodge & Co. have in preparation for 
the fall Upton Sinclair’s new novel, “The 
Moneychangers.” Few readers of “The 
Metropolis” seem to have suspected that that 
book was merely an introduction to a series, 
a trilogy in fact, which is intended to be a 
presentation of the contemporary business 
and social life of New York City. “The 
Moneychangers” carries forward the charac¬ 
ters of “The Metropolis” in the development 
of the main story of the trilogy, a story reach¬ 
ing its climax in the real history of the panic 
of 1907. 

L. C. Page & Co. will publish shortly a work 
on “Servia and the Servians,” by Chedo 
Mijatovich, a vivid account of the religious 
and social life, the institutions and the tradi¬ 
tions of the Servian folk—that interesting 
and quaint people of which comparatively 
little is known to the outside world.

The story of this 
race between Vannucinni and Fleming for the 
hand of Betty is one of the delightful sur¬ 
prises of the year. It is a record, too, of an 
actual trip, and will appeal to motorists and 
idealists, and to all who love a good yarn.

OUTSIDE VIEWS OF THE SUPREME 
COURT DECISIONS. 

We print elsewhere what may almost be 
called a symposium on the relations between 
publishers and the public, in the excellent 
statement from 7 he Outlook, the review of 
the existing status from the London Spec¬ 
tator, and the letter of Colonel Olin, counsel 
for the American Publishers’ Association, in 
which, for the purpose of correcting certain 
errors of fact in The Spectator's informa¬ 
tion, he gives an interesting and informing 
resume of the recent legal history of the ques¬ 
tions at issue. 

It is gratifying to note that such periodicals 
as The Outlook and The Spectator appreciate 
so fully the broad question, speaking from the 
point of view of the public and in the interest 
of the public. What the public really needs, 
and incidentally what librarians should desire, 
is the best .books at the lowest practicable 
prices. To accomplish this purpose the best 
publishing and distributing machinery is re¬ 
quisite, for in the long run the price of books, 
as of everything else, depends upon demand 
and supply; and the larger the proportion of 
successful books and the wider the sale, the 
less is the waste on books that do not pay a 
profit or actually make a loss, and the larger 
the possibilities of a reduction in the general 
price of books. This is the plain English and 
the pith of it all. To accomplish this the 
publishers believe that they must prevent un¬ 
derselling, which breaks up the machinery of 


the retail trade and ultimately curtails in¬ 
stead of broadens the sale of books. Ques¬ 
tions of discount and trade method are solely 
incidental. 

It may be, and of course will, be said again 
and again that publishers are in business to 
make money as well- as to disseminate litera¬ 
ture. This is true; but in the larger view of 
commerce and trade, self-interest and altruism 
find a common ground. As the publishing 
business cannot be a trust, because there will 
be continuing competition within the trade, ^ 
and there never has been an attempt to limit 
individuality of publishing price, the real pur¬ 
pose of an association within the booktrade 
is to make that fair return for the publisher 
and retailer alike which will make a good 
book market and in the long run best serve 
the public. 

Colonel Olin usefully points out again the 
strict limitation of the Supreme Court de¬ 
cisions. The Supreme Court has not passed 
upon the question of contracts between pub¬ 
lishers and booksellers, but has decided sim¬ 
ply that price protection cannot be made part 
of the copyright notice and that contracts 
cannot be implied into transactions under the 
circumstances of the Scribner case. It has 
not decided in any sense against freedom of 
contract as between publisher and retailer, 
and in our judgment is unlikely so to decide. 


Referring to the present depression of the 
English booktrade the London Nation de¬ 
clares that “there is scarcely a doubt that the 
present overproduction of inferior work is the 
main cause of the depression in the book- 
trade. There never was a time when more 
worthless books were placed upon the market 
or when works of real value ran a greater 
risk of being swamped by the deluge of rub¬ 
bish that pours from the press.” Timely 
words, these, which might profitably be taken 
to heart also by the publishing trade in this 
country. Standing by the stream of books 
that rushes by unceasingly from January to 
December, and noting as we are obliged to do 
the enormous amount of superfluous printed 
matter that rushes by, it is often a matter of 
wonder that a good book lives even as long 
as it does. It were indeed in the interest of 
all concerned in the dissemination of good 
literature that the publication of books that 
are brought out chiefly to gratify the vanity 
of their authors to see themselves in print 
should be made more impossible each year. 
Then only will the books of real merit have 
a fighting chance to live. 
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OUTSIDE VIEWS OF THE MACY 
DECISIONS. 

THE LONDON SPECTATOR. 

The London Spectator in its issue of June 
6 , commenting on the misleading reports fur¬ 
nished from this country to the London 
Times , says: 

. . For ourselves, we do not see how un¬ 
der the common law of England such a judg¬ 
ment would be justified. If shipping compa¬ 
nies can agree under certain conditions to fix 
rates, it would appear to be competent for 
V publishers and booksellers to do the same, 
t The agreement’between the booksellers and 
the other signatories of a net book agree¬ 
ment is a personal contract with considera¬ 
tion attached. The limitation as to price does 
not attach to the book, but t.o its sale by a 
specific person. Once the book leaves his 
hand the agreement terminates. If a sub¬ 
scriber to the agreement violated its pro¬ 
visions, he would, in our opinion, be liable 
for a breach of contract; and if a publisher 
refused thereafter to supply him with books, 
it is at least extremely doubtful whether any 
case of boycott could be set up. We grant 
that the question is full of difficulties, but in 
the absence of any such statutes as governed 
the American decision, we should be inclined 
to think that the publishers had the stronger 
arguments in their favor. The matter, how¬ 
ever, is less one of law than of public policy. 
This was recognized half a century ago when 
the booksellers and publishers fell out over 
this very point. The matter was referred to 
Lord Campbell as an informal arbitrator, and 
lie sat in the library of Stratheden House 
with Grote and Milman as assessors. He 
found for the booksellers, but the fact that 
the victors in after years changed their views 
and entered into an alliance with the pub¬ 
lishers shows that it is all much more a mat¬ 
ter of policy than of legal rights. Books are 
a necessity for our national well-being. How 
can they be sold with equal advantage to the 
producer, retailer and consumer? There are 
those who urge—and with some show of 
reason—that books should be in the same 
position as most other commodities. They 
should be sold at any price at which the re¬ 
tailer thinks he can get a profitable market. 
It is possible that in time this state of things 
may come about; but we shall have first to 
see many changes in the methods of book¬ 
selling. If books are to be sold on the same 
terms as soap and candles, they must be sold 
in the same way. Bookshops would have to 
he centupled, and booksellers would have to 
r adopt the selling methods of the ordinary 
grocer or haberdasher. They would become 
vast emporia, and the small man would dis¬ 
appear. All this may come about in time, but 
for the present there is a very great deal to 
he said for the net book agreement. It pre¬ 
vents ruinous competition among retailers. 
It prevents the standard of taste in format 
from being lowered, for the publisher is able 
to fix a price in accordance with his views 
on the matter. A book is not like a piece of 
•soap. In soap all that we ask is that certain 


qualities be present, and these qualities being 
the essence of the article, can only be absent 
in a fake. But a good book may he presented 
with hideous binding, paper and type, and yet 
remain the identical book. If there were no 
net agreement, there would be a wild rush to 
cheapness and shoddiness, for the publisher 
would have to cater for firms who had cut 
down the price till their profit was infinitesi¬ 
mal, and a similar reduction in terms would 
be exacted from him. Finally there is the 
question of the author. Literary property does 
not last long, and he has to reap his gains in 
a short season. Since books are not articles 
of universal use and necessity, a price must 
be fixed which will give him fair remunera¬ 
tion. We should gladly see books cheaper; 
we believe that it would often be far more 
profitable both for author and publisher to 
look for small gains over a large area than 
large gains over a small; but obviously there 
must be a point where cheapness ceases to be 
profitable, and the point would be soon passed 
if every book vendor were engaged in cutting 
prices. Indeed, we find other trades recog¬ 
nizing to-day the wisdom of fixing some kind 
of standard. In the case of many ‘proprie¬ 
tary articles’ in the drapery trade, for ex¬ 
ample, the manufacturer sells to the retailer 
on condition that the article shall not be sold 
below a certain price. Such articles are, in 
our opinion, a closer parallel to books than 
articles of universal consumption like soap or 
oil. On mere grounds of public policy, we 
think the present arrangement better than the 
unregulated market which, apparently, will 
now be the rule in the United States. 

“To sum up, we hold that it is wise to 
maintain wherever possible the principles of 
freedom and free contract; and, on the whole, 
the side of freedom seems to be that of let¬ 
ting the owners of copyright books settle the 
price at which their books are to be sold. If 
we do not allow them this liberty, we are in 
fact, if not in name, taking away with one 
hand the property which by the law of copy¬ 
right we are giving with the other hand. In 
the end the question is a question of the pro¬ 
prietary rights conferred by law on the au¬ 
thor.” 

STATEMENT BY S. H. OLIN AS TO THE BEARING 
OF THE DECISIONS. 

Referring to the erroneous statements con¬ 
cerning the Supreme Court decisions upon 
which The Spectator bases its remarks, the 
following letter from the legal representative 
of the American Publishers’ Association may 
be of interest to readers here as well as 
abroad: 

New York, June 18, 1908. 
To the Editor of The Spectator. 

Sir : Your article of June 6th, entitled 
“Publishers, Booksellers and the Law,” is 
evidently based upon misinformation as to 
a recent decision of the United States Su¬ 
preme Court. I infer that the telegraphic 
summary sent to English papers has been un¬ 
usually inaccurate. 

Litigation between the firm of Macy & 
Company and different publishers has con- 
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tinned for several years, and any brief ac¬ 
count of it can be intelligible only to those 
who understand our dual system of jurispru¬ 
dence—State courts administering state law, 
including state anti-monopoly acts, and Fed¬ 
eral courts enforcing the laws of the United 
States and among them the copyright acts 
and the Federal anti-monopoly statute. 

Certain publishers formed the American 
Publishers’ Association and agreed that each 
of them would sell his books only to dealers 
who would agree to maintain for one year 
the net retail price fixed by the publisher. 

Macy & Company, refusing to buy books 
subject to these restrictions, brought suit 
in a New York State court to restrain the 
publishers from acting under their agree¬ 
ment, as being in restraint of trade and in 
violation of the New York anti-monopoly act. 

The Court of Appeals, the highest court of 
the State, held that the acts of the publish¬ 
ers were not illegal so far as they related to 
copyrighted books, but a judgment was en¬ 
tered allowing Macy & Company to prove 
before a referee such damages as they had 
sustained by being deprived of uncopyrighted 
books. 

A suit was begun in a United States Cir¬ 
cuit Court in New York by Charles Scrib¬ 
ner’s Sons against Macy & Company, under 
the copyright acts, to enjoin, as an infringe¬ 
ment of copyright, the selling at retail, at 
less than "net” prices, books which the Scrib¬ 
ners had sold to wholesale dealers on condi¬ 
tion that net prices should be maintained. 

This suit was decided against the plaintiffs 
upon the facts, the court holding that it was 
not proved that the defendants were selling 
books affected by the conditional sale. This 
finding was confirmed by the Circuit Court 
of Appeals and by the Supreme Court. The 
Supreme Court expressed no opinion upon 
the legal questions involved and the judg¬ 
ment did nothing toward settling the law. 

The Bobbs-Merrill Company, publishers, of 
Indiana, brought suit in a United States Cir¬ 
cuit Court in New York. The plaintiff had 
sold books to wholesale dealers without any 
restriction or condition whatever. Each book, 
however, contained a notice that it was not 
to be sold for less than a dollar, and the 
Bobbs-Merrill Company contended that, by 
this notice, the book, although sold by them, 
was kept within the copyright monopoly, and 
that the sale of it by any one for less than a 
dollar was an infringement of copyright. 

The Circuit Court, the Circuit Court of 
Appeals and the Supreme Court rejected this 
claim—the Supreme Court carefully confining 
its decision to the exact facts in the case. • 

Plainly, it has not been held that "the pub¬ 
lisher could not dictate the price at which 
books should be sold.” It has been held that 
they cannot do this by a mere notice printed 
in the books, but the Supreme Court has not 
passed upon the effect of a restricted sale or 
of an agreement between the publisher and 
his vendees. 

Neither the Supreme Court nor the Circuit 
Court of Appeals has held that the American 
Publishers’ Association or the American 
Booksellers’ Association was illegal or in re¬ 


straint of trade. Such a defense was set up 
in the Scribner case, but was stricken out by 
the court as impertinent. 

Thereafter the same defense was inter¬ 
posed in the Bobbs-Merrill suit, but the plain¬ 
tiff did not move to strike it out, but, on the 
contrary, admitted the facts as alleged by 
Macy & Company. Neither association was 
party to the suit, and the trial judge, upon 
the facts admitted, held the defense estab¬ 
lished. The Circuit Court of Appeals, how¬ 
ever, refused to hear the question argued, 
saying that the defense was obviously irrele¬ 
vant. 

There is no decision in any of our courts 
which obliges a publisher to supply his copy¬ 
righted books except on his own terms. 

The Supreme Court holds that the "sole 
liberty of vending” a copyrighted book can¬ 
not be retained by a mere notice printed in 
the book, when the book is sold by an un¬ 
restricted sale, but very few publishers are 
either surprised or disappointed that the ex¬ 
treme claim advanced by the Bobbs-Merrill 
Company has not been sustained. 

The actual decisions of the courts accord 
with the views expressed by you. It is a pity 
that the cabled news should have been so 
misleading.

THE OUTLOOK. 

The Outlook for June 20 in an eminently 
fair review of the legal struggle between the 
booktrade and undersellers closes its comr 
ments on the recent decisions of the Supreme 
Court in the cases against Macy & Co. as 
follows: 

". . . In neither of these decisions does the 
Court pass upon the principle of the right of 
individual contract between publisher and 
dealer; it simply asserts that in the two cases 
before it the alleged contracts were really not 
contracts at all. It will thus be seen that 
these various court decisions do not mean 
that retail dealers have an inherent and in¬ 
alienable right to sell books with all sorts of 
rebates and discounts, of which rights they 
cannot be deprived by any sort of legal steps 
or. the part of the publishers. Nor do they 
mean that the publishers of the country can 
form a combination, even if it is a defensive 
one, by which a persistent price-cutter can 
be deprived of all the books controlled by 
this combination. They do mean, apparently, 
however, that a publisher has a right to state 
the terms upon which he will do business with 
a retailer, and may refuse to do business with 
the retailer if he does not accept the terms, or 
violates an individual contract involved in 
the terms. The Outlook thoroughly believes- 
in the individual bookstore, but it also recog¬ 
nizes the fact that the book department of a 
great merchandizing firm may become an in¬ 
dividual bookstore if it is conducted upon 
proper lines. This requires some knowledge 
of literature in general, a personal interest in 
books, not as mere commodities, but as works 
of art, and a desire to supply the community 
with the very best goods—principles which 
apply equally to the sale of watches, bicycles,. 
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gloves or groceries. Cheapness of price does 
not always mean economy to the purchaser, 
and the bookbuyers and booklovers of the 
country ought to welcome any legal and hon¬ 
est endeavor of the publishers to promote just 
and equal prices and facilities in every com¬ 
munity for the display and sale of the best 
books, and not merely the exploitation of the 
‘best sellers/ ” 


PRICES TO JOBBERS AND RETAILERS. 

“‘A jobber is a jobber, mo matter how 
small he is, and a retailer is a retailer, no 
^matter how large he is/ That is the position 
taken by John T. Drysdale, manager of the 
post-card department of the Western News 
Company, as expressed at the American post¬ 
card manufacturers’ meeting in Chicago, and 
in the failure to recognize the justice of this 
position,’ says The Novelty Nczvs in com¬ 
menting on this statement, “lies much of the 
price-demoralization which is now a menace 
to the post-card business. Time and again 
legitimate jobbers in post-cards buy large edi¬ 
tions from manufacturers, only to* discover a 
few days later that retailers have been visited 
by the same salesmen who sold them large 
bills of exactly the same cards, at exactly the 
same prices. The manufacturer who sells to 
a jobber and then to a department store, for 
instance, quoting practically the same prices 
to the two, cannot justify himself by the ex¬ 
cuse that the department store buys even a 
larger quantity than the jobber, because the 
retailer who buys at a jobbing trade price is 
sure to sell at a price so low as to destroy the 
market, not only for his own goods but for 
all competing cards in that community.” 


INSTITUT INTERNATIONAL DE BIB- 
LIOGRAPHIE ET DE DOCU¬ 
MENTATION. 

The International Conference of Bibliog¬ 
raphy and Records will be held at Brussels 
on July 10 and n. Questions on the organ¬ 
ization of bibliographical works and on the 
unification of methods and co-operation in 
the domain of bibliography are occupying the 
thoughts of all countries and are brought to 
the front in almost all international conven¬ 
tions. Many great works are already in 
preparation. It is planned that this confer¬ 
ence should be preparatory and especially de¬ 
voted to methods. The results are to be for- 
■ mulated for a great International Congress, 
JT which is to be held in 1910 simultaneously 
with the International. Congress of Libraries 
and Archives now being organized for that 
date. The conference of July 10 and n is to 
bring together the representatives of associa¬ 
tions, institutes, libraries and publication bu¬ 
reaus of all countries devoted to all the spe¬ 
cial sciences, especially representatives of or¬ 
ganizations of international character. Pre¬ 
liminary reports have been prepared on all 
questions to be considered and will be dis¬ 
tributed before the conference. Choice of 
languages for these reports has been optional. 


IN HONOR OF THOMAS BAILEY 
ALDRICH. 

Many prominent people attended the dedi¬ 
cation of the Thomas Bailey Aldrich Memo¬ 
rial at Portsmouth, N. H., on June 30. The 
exercises at Music Hall were presided over 
by the Hon. Wallace Hackett, Mayor of 
Portsmouth and president of the Thomas 
Bailey Aldrich Memorial Association. The 
speakers included Governor Guild of Massa¬ 
chusetts, Hamilton WHght Mabie, Congress¬ 
man Charles E. Littlefield, Thomas Went¬ 
worth Higginson, Richard Watson Gilder, 
Y\ llliam Dean Howells, Thomas Nelson Page, 
Samuel. S. Clemens and Robert Bridges. 
“The Singing Heart,” an original poem dedi¬ 
cated to the memory of Mr. Aldrich, was read 
by its author, Robert Bridges, New York. 

The invited guests afterwards visited the 
old Nutter House, which has been completely 
restored, following the descriptions in “The 
Story of a Bad Boy.” Near it has been 
erected a fireproof building, in which are de¬ 
posited Aldrich’s collection of first editions, 
valuable manuscripts, autographs, etc., given 
by Mrs. Aldrich and her son. 

The biography of Aldrich, by Ferris 
Greenslet, will be published by Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co. in October. 


THE NEW SCHAFF-HERZOG ENCY¬ 
CLOPEDIA.* 

The Schaff-Herzog Encyclopedia of Re¬ 
ligious Knowledge first appeared in three 
volumes, November, 1,882, to March, 1884. In 
November, 1886, a revised edition was issued 
and at the same time “The Encyclopedia of 
Living Divines and Christian Workers of All 
Denominations in Europe and America” a 
supplement to the Schaff-Herzog Encyclo¬ 
pedia, edited by Dr. Schaff and Dr. Samuel 
Macauley Jackson, now the chief editor of 
the new encyclopedia. In 1891, the third edi¬ 
tion of the original encyclopedia was issued 
and with it was incorporated the “Encyclo¬ 
pedia of Living Divines” as a fourth volume, 
with an appendix bringing the information 
down to 1890. 

The new encyclopedia is really the old work 
revised, enlarged and reconstructed. It has 
many points of identity with the old work 
but has also the following important points 
of dissimilarity: (1) It contains much matter 
furnished directly by the contributors to the 
German work, who have themselves con¬ 
densed their articles and brought them within 
the prescribed limit; (2) it contains hundreds 
ot sketches of living persons derived in almost 
every instance from matter furnished by 
themselves; (3) the matter in proof has been

NEW YORK NEWSDEALERS CANNOT 
TRANSFER PERMITS. 

The New York Board of Aldermen adopted 
on June 30 without dissent the ordinance for¬ 
bidding holders of news, fruit and bootblack 
stands within the stoop lines and under the 
elevated stations to sell the permits which 
allow them to do business at those stands. 

The ordinance was introduced by Alderman 
Dowling, who repeated at the hearing on 
June 30 that there are certain individuals in 
New York City who have made a practice of 
getting stand permits free and selling them. 
The ordinance provides a penalty of $50 for 
every offence, and that a man who has once 
transferred a license shall be barred from 
holding another. The stand holders opposed 
the ordinance on the ground that it would 
prevent them from selling their good will on 
retiring from business.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Sir Edward Baldwin . Malet, a frequent 
contributor to the periodical and daily press 
on subjects of political and general interest, 
and the author of “Shifting Scenes,” a vol¬ 
ume of personal recollections, died in London 
June 30. He was born at the Hague in 
October, 1837. 

“Allen Raine” (Mrs. Beynon Puddi- 
combe,) a novelist of whose books nearly 
2,000,000 copies are said to have been sold in 
Great Britain, within ten years, died on June 
22 in London. Mrs. Puddicombe was born in 
Newcastle Emlyn, Wales, and was the daugh¬ 
ter of Benjamin Evans, a solicitor. Her^ 
novels began to appear under the pen-name 
of “Allen Raine” in 1897. She wrote “A 
Welsh Singer,” “Torn Sails,” “By Berwen 
Banks,” “Garthowen,” “A Welsh Witch,” “On 
the Wings of the Wind,” “Hearts of Wales,” 
and ‘‘Queen, of the Rushes,” most of which 
were brought out here by D. Appleton & Co. 

George Henry Daniels, for many years 
passenger agent of the New York Central 
and Hudson River Railroad, well known to 
travelling men all over the country, died at 
Lake Placid, N. Y., July 1. “Uncle George” 
Daniels was born in Hampshire, Ill., Decem¬ 
ber 1, 1842. At the age of fifteen he began 
his railroad career, to which he devoted the 
better part of his life. Mr. Daniels originated 
the names “The Four-Track System and 
“The Empire State Express,” and he estab¬ 
lished and edited The Four-Track Nezvs, 
which was later merged into Travel He 
was instrumental in inducing the government 
to depict the Empire State Express on one 
of the Pan-American stamps. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Mrs. Humphry Ward has finished her 
Canadian visit and is about to sail from Que¬ 
bec for England. 

Readers of “The Cruise of the Cachalot” 
no doubt will be interested to see the writer’s 
new book, “The Confessions of a Trades¬ 
man.” It appears that when its author, Frank 
T. Bullen, was a government clerk, earning 
about $10 a week, his wife received a legacy 
of $1000, and they purchased a little shop in 
Peckham, “a picture frame and general fancy 
emporium.” Mr. Bullen retained his clerk¬ 
ship, but the struggle to support the family 
was, nevertheless, a desperate one. It is de¬ 
scribed in these “Confessions.” Not until he 
discovered his literary aptitude and wrote 
“The Cruise of the Cachalot” were his miser¬ 
ies ended. 

Lord Curzon on July 1 unveiled the medal¬ 
lion of “John Oliver Hobbes,” (Mrs. Craigie,) 
which has been placed in the library of Uni¬ 
versity College, London, where Mrs. Craigie 
was a student. The medallion, which was 
executed by Alfred Drury, is of bronze, 
framed in dark wood. On the top corners 
are figures representing literature and com¬ 
edy. A replica of the medallion will be sent 
to this country. 

There has been much speculation as to the 
I authorship of that clever detective story, 
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“The Four-Pools Mystery,” published anony¬ 
mously last March, and opinion has seemed 
to concur that internal evidence proved it 
the work of a Southerner, though Anna 
Katharine Green has been credited with it 
more than once. Now it is told, on the au^ 
thority of the publishers, that the author of 
what the Philadelphia Public Ledger de¬ 
clares the “most thrilling detective tale” pub¬ 
lished in recent years, is Miss Jean Webster, 
who set thousands to laughing over her first 
hook, “When Patty Went to College.” 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The report that the London Times has 
been sold to Lord Northcliffe, (formerly Sir 
Alfred Harmsworth,) the principal proprietor 
of the London Daily Mail, is denied. The 
Times is authority for the further statement 
that the directors of the company formed in

The Office of The Publishers' Weekly 
has just brought out the second main volume 
of the “American Catalog” series of the twen- 
tieth century, forming the seventh since the 
original volume of books in print in 1876. 
The volume as finally planned covers only 
the three years 1905, 1906 and 1907 instead of 
a five-year or ten-year period as originally 
outlined. The present limit was adopted be¬ 
cause the current bibliographical matteE has 
grown to such proportions that a longer 
period would necessitate either an unmanage¬ 
ably bulky volume or the division of the cat- 
alogue into two volumes, to which there are 
many valid objections. Then, too, there 
would be the inevitable delay in putting into 
the hands of the bookseller and librarian this 
much-needed information in available shape. 
As it is, the present volume and its predeces¬ 
sor cover the period from January 1, 1900 to 
January 1, 1908, and thus provide a fairly 
complete index, in two alphabets, for the past 
eight years—a period during which practically 
all books now in active demand have either 
been first published or have been reissued. 
Prefixed to the volume is a Directory of Pub¬ 
lishers issuing books from January 1, 1905 to 
December 31, 1907. (65+1164 p. 8°, half
